Awards 

This  year,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
Quebec  joined  us  to  present  the  Duke 
of  Edinburgh’s  Award  program  medals. 
This  award  program,  open  to 
participants  between  the  ages  of  14  and 
25,  was  created  by  Prince  Philip  in  1 956 
and  has  three  levels:  gold,  silver,  and 
bronze.  It  is  a  non-competitive  program 
that  allows  the  students  to  set  and 
achieve  personal  goals.
